TRANSLAT ION. 
N the time of Thurſtan, our Abbot of Ely, who 


was deſcended from parents conſiderably emi- 
nent, in the town of Wichford, near Ely, King 


Harold, 
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Harold, the ſon of Godwin, and with him almoſt 
the whole nobility of England, were ſlain by 
the army of William, Duke of Normandy, firit 
couſin to St. Edward the King, on the feaſt of 
St. Calixtus the Pope, and in the year of our lord 
one thouſand and ſixty- ſix. Wherefore, Egilwin, 
Biſhop of Durham, Egfrid, Abbot of St. Albans, 
_ Earl Margarus, and Edward Byarme, with va- 
rious other leading men of the realm, who ſtre- 
_ nuouſly oppoling the attempts of the Baſtard, fled 
to us, together with their friends, laden with 
their richeſt treaſures, by whoſe aſſiſtance we 
withſtood, for ſeven years, the impetuous threa- 
tenings of the Normans ; until Belaſius (for he, 
in this expedition, commanded the King's army) 
_ circumnavigating certain mounds at the extremity 
of the South cauſe-way of Alderhithe, thrown up 
for the purpoſe of the army's lodging ſafely in 
the night, (from which Belaſius, the General, took 
his 3 though we now corruptly call them 
Belſar's Hills, and having unexpectedly got to- 
gether a great number of boats, ſurprized us.— 
Then a council being held, it ſeemed adviſeable 
to the leaders of this inteſtine broil, to implore the 
royal mercy; upon which ſome were deſpatched 
to the King's Court, at that time at Warwick, 
carrying rich treaſures to the King, the gift of 
atonement, and compenſation of their miſconduct 
and raſh enterprize, with which the gracious 
King was ſatisfied; but on theſe terms and con- 
_ ditions—that, during his pleaſure, forty royal 
officers ſhould be lodged at the expence of the 
Monaſtery, for the King feared that while he 
was exerting his forces againſt the unſubdued 
Scots, the Iſle of Ely (which was in power truly 
—— 


(#3 
formidable) might again occaſion ſome danger by 


a revolt. The Knights are ſent for, they arrive 


and are preſent with their houſehold, every one 


of whom has under a monk of the firſt order, 


as an officer under his earl, or a gueſt under his 


hoſt. But the King ordered that Brithnoldus the 
Cellarer ſhould diſpenſe proviſions to the officers 


and monks promiſcuouſly, in the public Hall of 


the Convent. In ſhort, the officers with their 
carls, the gueſts with their hoſts, the knights 


with their monks, the monks with their knights, 


were moſt grateful to each other; for, each of 
them, for each and all of them, mutually afforded 
each other the offices of humanity. At len 


the civil flames being extinguiſhed, and the wiſhes 
of the King being confirmed agreeable to his 
_ defire, after five years, his ſevere reprehenſion 


being piouſly appeaſed, it pleaſed the King to take 


away the yoke under which the pride of the 
_ monks had been ſufficiently humbled, and the 
Conqueror recalled the officers to puniſh the un- 


natural wickedneſs of his ſon Robert, who, at 


that time, was giving a full ſcope to his pleaſures 
in Normandy, They departed with grief, and 
our monks, wonderful to relate, lamented the 
departure of theſe moſt illuſtrious companions, 
| heroic knights, and moſt pleaſing gueſts, not only 
in tears, but in diſmal howlings and exclamations, 


and ſtrike their breaſts in deſpair, after the man- 
ner of a bride, whoſe huſband is unſeaſonably 


hurried from her ſweet embraces to arms; for 


they were apprehenſive, that when forſaken, they 
would be expoſed to plunder ; while their armed 


gueſts remained, to whoſe fidelity they committed 


themſelves and their fortunes, they ſpent their 
time

time ſecurely, All things being now ready for 


their journey, all our monks (of whom there was 
a great number) in their hoods, dutifully attended 


their generous gueſts in their departure, as far as 
Hadenham, with hymns, crofles, thuribals, pro- 

ceſſions, and every ſolemnity, and when returned 
took care to paint the arms of each Knight on the 
walls of the RefeQtory, to the perpetual remem- 
brance of the uncommon humanity of their mi- 


litary gueſts, which from time to time, from 


anceſtors to ſucceſſors, and from dark antiquity 


to our modern poſterity, are accurately delineated, 
to be ſeen by all, not without a certain pleaſing 
admiration, in the ſame ſtile as they are depicted

TLF's HORN at York when the Reform- 

U ation began, in King Edward VIth. time, 
was ſwept away, amongſt other coſtly ornaments, 
and ſold to a Goldſmith, who took away from it 
the tipping of Gold, wherewith it was adorned, 
and the Gold Chain which was affixed to it.— 
After which time, the Horn itſelf, cutt in Ivory, 
of an Octagon form, came into the hands of Ge- 
neral Fairfax, who being a lover of Antiques, 
preſerved it during the confuſion of the Civil 
Wars; whoſe memory is deſervedly honoured 
for other generous actions of this nature, ſuch as 
allowing Mr. Dodſworth the Antiquarian, a yearly 
 falary to preſerve the inſcriptions in Churches.— 
The giving theſe valuable manuſcripts to the 
Univerſity of Oxford, and his preſerving the 
Public Library there, as he did the Cathedral of 
Vork, from being ſpoiled and defaced, after the 
ſurrender of the City, and he dying in 1671, this 
Horn came into the poſſeſſion of his near kinſman, 
Henry, Lord Fairfax, who ornamented it anew, 
and reſtored it to its ancient Repoſitory in the

The following Cu RIO $ CHARACTER of Mr. 
HASTINGS 7s taken from the firſt EARL ET. 
SHAPTSBURY' 8 Memoirs. 


N the year 1638 lived Mr. Hasrixcs: By his 
J quality he was ſon, brother, and uncle to the 
_ Earls of HuNTINGDpoN. He was, peradventure, 
E an 


„ 
an origin in our age, or rather the copy of our 
antient Nobility, in hunting, not warlike times. 

He was low, very ſtrong, and very active; of a 
redden flaxen hair; bis cloaths always green 
cloth, and never all worth when new five pounds. 
His houſe was perfectly of the old faſhion, in the 
midſt of a large park well ſtocked with deer, and, 
near the houſe, rabbits to ſerve his kitchen; many 
fiſh-ponds, and great ſtore of wood and timber, 
a bowling-green in it, long but narrow, full of 
high ridges, it being never levelled fince it was 
plow'd; they uſed round ſand bowls, and it had 
a banqueting-houſe like a ſtand, a large one, built 
in a tree. He kept all manner of ſport hounds 
that ran buck, fox, hare, and badger and otter ; 
and hawks, long and ſhort winged. He had all 
ſorts of nets for fiſhing; he had a walk in the 
New Foreſt, and the manor of Chriſtchurch ; this 
laſt ſupply'd him with red deer, fea and river fiſh ; 
and indeed all his neighbours grounds and royal- 
ties were free to him; ſo he beſtowed all his time 
in thoſe ſports, but what he borrowed to carreſs his 
neighbours wives and daughters, there being not 
a woman in all his walks, of the degree of a 
yeoman's wife, or under, and under the age of 
forty, but it was extremely her fault, if he was 
not intimately acquainted with her. This made 
him very popular, always ſpeaking kindly to the 
huſband, brother, or father, who was to boot 
very welcome to his houſe when e'er he came: 
there he found beef, pudding, and {mall beer in 
. 8 plenty; a houſe not ſo neatly kept as to 
ſhame him or his duſty ſhoes; the great hall 
ſtrewed with marrowbones, full of hawks perches, 
hounds, ſpaniels, and terriers; the upper fide of 
the hall hung with fox-ſkins of this and the laſt 
DO een years 
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: years killing; here and there a polecat intermixed, 
gamekeeper's and huntſman's poles in abundance. 


The parlour was a long large room, as properly 
furniſhed ; on a great hearth, paved with brick, 


lay ſome terriers, and the choiceſt hounds and 
ſpaniels : ſeldom but two of the great chairs had 
litters of cats in them, which were not to be 
diſturbed, he having always three or four attend» 
ing him at dinner, and a little white round itick 
of fourteen inches long lying by his trencher, 
that he might defend ſuch meat as he had no 
mind to part with to them. The windows, 
Which were very large, ſerved for places to lay 
his arrows, croſs-bows, and ſtone-bows, and other 
ſuch like accoutrements; the corners of the room 
full of the beſt-choſe hunting and hawking poles ; 
an oyſter table at the, lower end, which was of 
conſtant uſe twice a day all the year round ; for 
he never failed to eat oyſters before dinner and 
ſupper, thro” all ſeaſons ; the neighbouring town 
of Pool ſupply'd him with them. The upper part 
of the room had two ſmall tables and a deſk, on 
the one ſide of which was the Church Bible, and on 
the other the book of martyrs; on the tables were 
| hawks hoods and bells, and ſuch like. Two or 
three old green hats with their crowns thruſt in, 
ſo as to hold ten or a dozen eggs, which were of 
a pheaſant kind of poultry, he took much care of, 
and fed himſelf. Tables, dice, cards, and boxes, 
were not wanting. In the hole of the deſk were 
| ſtore of tobacco-pipes that had been us'd. On 
one ſide of this end of the room was the door of 
a cloſet, wherein Rood the ſtrong beer and wine, 
which never came thence but in ſingle glaſſes, 
that being the rule of the houſe exactly obſerved, 
for he never exceeded in drink, nor permitted it.

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On the other ſide was a door into an old chapel, 
not uſed for devotion; the pulpit, as the ſafeſt 
Place, was never wanting of a cold chine of beef, 

veniſon paſty, gammon of bacon, or great apple. 
pye with thick cruſt, extremely hard bak'd. His 
table coſt him not much, tho? it was good to eat 
at; his ſports ſupply'd all but beef and mutton, 
except Fridays, when he had the beſt falt fiſh, as 
well as other fiſh he could get, and was the day 
that his neighbours of beſt quality viſited him. 
He never wanted a London pudding, and always 
ſang it in with, © My PERT xYES THEREIN, A,” 
He drank a glaſs or two of wine at meals, very 
often ſyrrup of gilly-flower in his ſack, and had 
always a tun glaſs without feet ſtood by him, 
holding a pint of ſmall beer, which he often ſtirred 
with roſemary. He was well natured, but ſoon 
angry, calling his ſervants baſtards and cuckoldly 
knaves, in one of which he often ſpoke truth to 
his own knowledge, and ſometimes in both, tho“ 
of the ſame man. He lived to a hundred, never 
loſt his eye-ſight, but always writ and read with- 

out ſpectacles, and got on horſeback without help.
